Births Three 
Times Greater 
Than Deaths

Although the war baby peak 
in Los Angeles, county was 
reached in 1943, stork visits out­ 
numbered deaths In Torrance 
last year more than three to 
one, reports Dr. Henry C. Smi­ 
ley, health officer. Births total­ 
ed 256 and deaths were 72.

Measles accounted for SB of 
the 230 cases of communicable 
diseases In Torrance with 
mumps and chicken pox running 
second and third. There were 41 
fewer cases of reportable dis­ 
eases in Torrance this year than 
last.

Clinic attendance in the Tor­ 
rance health district, which in­ 
cludes the City of Torrance, 
dropped off during the fiscal 
year just reported. This, in view 
of the increased population, re­ 
flects the improved financial sta­ 
tus of the communities, health 

uthoritics believe. Clinic serv­ 
ices totaled 17,695, which in­ 
cluded tuberculosis 1,063; vene­ 
real disease control 4,206; and 1,- 
772 visits to the maternal and 
child health clinics. 
. Seven of Los Angeles county's 
409 rabid dogs were located in 
Torrance.

Torrance is one of 40 cities in 
Los Angeles county whose pub­ 
lic health Is under the direction 
of Dr. H. O. Swartout, health 
officer of the Los Angeles coun­ 
ty health department.
